A. W. Gifford, Well-Known Here 
as a Mine Owner, Victim of 
the Mob’s Indignities. 


HIS GUIDE SENT WITH HIM. 


Whipped Upon His Bare. Back, 
Tarred and Feathered and 
Shot at Is the Treat- 
ment He Received. 


Visited at midnight in his tent by armed 
and masked men, cursed and abused, lashed 
fifty times on the bare back with knotted 
ropes, badly tarred, given twenty-four 
hours to get out of the country, and threat- 
ened with hanging if he returned again. 

This is the treatment received by A. W. 
Gifford, a former St. Louisan, while pros- 
pecting in the lonely Sacramento range of 
mountains, New Mexico, near the Mesca- 
lero and Apache reservations. 

It was said in a telegram from Saratoga 
that Mr. Gifford was accompanied by a 
woman whom he claimed was his s'ster, 
and that the punishment he received was 
inflicted by indignant mountaineers who ob- 
jected to the lax and unlawful doctrines 
taught by himself and the woman. 

Information received from E] Paso makes 
no reference whatever to a woman, but de- 
clares that ‘“‘the white-capping of A. W. 
Gifford in the Sacramento mountains is an- 
other startling manifestation of the unre- 
generated, devilish elements that have held 
sway in that section for the last ten years, 
bull-doging, killing and whipping good 

eople who desire to settle up the country 
y honest industry.” 

Mr. Gifford was at the time representing 
the Gold Extracting, Min'ng and Suppiy 
©o. of Denver. He had been in that region 
eeveral weeks, accompanied by Lyman Al- 
len, a resident who acted as guide and pilot 
through the passes and canons. 

On the Dig t of July 24, while both Gif- 
ford and Allen were sieeping in their tents, 
eight masked men rushed upon them, 
dragged them forth and seizing Gifford 
stripped him to the waist. They then tied 
him to a tree, and with heavy, tarred ropes 
lashed him fifty times on the bare back. 

oa wae followed by a coat of tar and 

then the masked men fired twenty or thirty 
shots in close deg eget to his body, adding 
a verbal warning to get out of the country 
or he would be more summarily dealt with. 
Allen was merely told to follow the pros- 
pector and never return. They made their 
way down the mountains to Las Cruces, 
from which point both men started for El 
Paso, 
A. W. Gifford was for several years a 
prominent figure in the financial and min- 
ing circles of St. Louis. He had a small 
amount of ready money, but was popular 
and still has the friendship and confidence 
of wealthy men. 

In 188 he became interested in prospect- 
ing for gold near Saltillo, just beyond Mon- 
terey, exico. He interested capitalists 
here in the developments, several of whom 
paid a visit to the mine. re 
He was unsuccessful in getting them to 
invest, and finally the roperty passed 
from him to the Rockefellers, who have 
now a large output of gold all the year 
round. 

Mr. Gifford married a Miss Roberts of 
St. Louls, and together they lived hap- 
pily in the big store building near the 
corner of Twenty-eighth and Olive streets. 
Mrs. Gifford, however, became an invalid, 
and her husband spent large sums in 
procuring treatment for her. 

e had been in Monterey several weeks 
in company with-William H. Thompson of 
the National Bank of Commerce. fu * 
Stevenson of the Central Law Journal and 


others, when one morning Mr. Stevenson 
found Gifford reading a letter. 
“Do you believe in Christian sc’ence?” 


asked Mr. Gifford. “I don't, but my wife 
writes me she has been suddenly and mirae- 
ulously cured. Mus: be some humbug about 
it. It's curious, though, for mv wife says 
she is perfectly well again. I don't under- 
stand it.’’ 

Awhile after Mr. Gifford’s return to S8t. 
Lou's his wife became a convert to the 
Christian Science doctrine. Then he was 
percuaded to embrace the doctrine. and 
from thence he paid more attention to Chris- 
tian Science than to his material interests. 
His brother, Ed Gifford, of Monterey, who 
is now in the city on a business trip, made 
every effort to disprove his brother’s be- 
liefs and turn his attention from them, but 
to no purpose. 
At last there was a shocking awakening. 
Mrs. Gifford became insane, and, it {s said, 
she has since been confined in the State 
Lunatic Asylum of Kansas. 

This was tn 1890. Mr. Gifford went away 
from St. Louis then and made his home in 
Monterey with his mother. 

“I knew A. W. Gifford quite well,” said 
President Thompson of the Bank of Com- 
merce. ‘“‘He had no office of his own in 
our building, but he used the desk of a 
friend, and so I saw him frequently. He 
was a good fellow. I was with him once at 
Monterey and Saltillo. I know nothing 
ve = had of his domestic or personal] af- 
airs.”’

ing Legislature. An overwhelming ma- 
jority of the Missouri people are opposed 
to trusts and combines and believe they 
should be legislated out of existence. 

Yet the extraordinary spectacle of a 
Missouri commission signing for the 
State a contract with Book Trusts for 
the people’s supply of school books is 
now presented, Within five years, the 
period of the contracts, the people of 
Missouri will strengthen and enrich 
great School Book Trusts by paying tnto 
their ooffers, practically on their own 
terms, nearly $3,000,000, 

But there is another remarkable fea- 
ture of the transaction. When the law 
creating the commission was passed it 
was charged that the Book Trusts were 
back of the bill. The Post-Dispatch eom- 
mented on the fact at the time and also 
on the extraordinary fact that contrary 
to custom four of the Commissioners 
were named in the bill creating the 
Commission, 

There may be no truth in the charge 
that the Book Trusts were back of the 
law and chose the Commission. There 
may be no truth in the current charges 
that Trust influences controlled the 
awarding of the contracts. But the fact 
stands that the Trusts reaped the bene- 
fits of the law and of the awards. They 
got what they wanted. Missouri's public 
school system has been bound to the 
chariot wheels of triumphant Book 
Trusts. 

The school book contracts cannot be 
dropped at this point. The end is not

PLATTSBURG, N. Y., Aug. 6.—Just think 
of it! Paintings and pianos and schoo! ch!1- 
dren in the Klondike. Such there are, 
Strange as it may sound to those who have 
looked upon Alaska and its neighboring 
fields aa destitute of civilization. 

Joseph Ladue, who told in the Post-Dis- 
patch yesterday ‘how he founded Dawson 
City, was prevailed upon to talk some more 
to-day. Almost every sentence extorted 
from him came as hard as d'd most of the 
gold nuggets he found in the frozen beds of 
the Yukon and Klondike Rivers, after ten 
years of hard luck and physical suffering. 
He told the most graphic story of life in the 
gold fields yet heard. It touched upon the 
intensely interesting experiences of women 
who have dashed into the frozen North. 

“There are women there who own prop- 
Susie Lamar is one. She 1s a single 
woman, who came from Germany, She has 


‘been cooking for me and my partner. I pay 


her $40 a month right along. She has not 
found any gold herself. She is perhaps 4% 
years old. 

“Lottie Barnes also owns property there. 


‘Bhe came over the Divide two years ago. 


She was formerly in Circle City. She con- 
ducted a place there. 

“There is a Mrs. Yeager there, who for- 
gnerly conducted a boarding-house at Circle 
City. She had two or three young lad.-es, 
who boarded with her. She was there with 
her husband, who was a packer at Dawson, 

“There is also a Mrs. Willis, who has quite 
a history. She went in with my party two 

ears ago. She pulled her own sled, weigh- 
ng 200 pounds, from Lake Lindeman 
through to Lake Labarge, about 700 miles.

The doctors have complete medicine 
chests. There is no drug store except what 
Dr. Wills has. There was a lawyer's office 
started just before I left by two Seattle 
lawyers. There is also Judge Murphy, who 
is my legal representative there, 

“IT don’t remember héaring that any 
babtes were born in Dawson before I left. 

‘Dawson is situated on the north side of 
the junction of the Kiondike and Yukon 
Rivers, right at the angle. The Yukon Is 
600 yards wide at this point and the Klon- 
d'ke about the same. As I saw the city last 
it was about a mile and a half long. Across 
the Klondike River there is a little Indian 
Village called Louze Town, which is known 
on the map as Klondike. The Indians are of 
the tribe of Gens de Fou, or Foolish People. 

‘The summer opens about May 15. The ice 
goes down the river, and by June l no snow 
is seen anywhere. You can plant or sow 
grain there on May 15, I have raised barley 
and oats there for two years. You can ra'‘se 
potatoes, but they don’t mature. Not enough 
could be raised of any of these crops:-to sup- 
port the ple because there are only a few 
places where you can raise them. 

“On the highlands of the mainland the 
frost strikes every month in the year. The 
only favorite places for farming are on the 
islands, am@ near the coast of these. When 
vou get baek too far from the water the 
frost strikes there. The summer lasts from 
May 15 until Sept. 1. Your crops can grow 
during that time. 

“On March 21 and on Sept. 21 we have the 
sun as you do here. The days lengthen and 
shorten there at the rate of seven minutes 
aday. The longest day there is June 22. On 
that day we have the sun for about twenty 
hours—a clear, warm sun, It was 93 degrees 
the day I left there. 


“After the winter sets In on the first of 
September the cold comes gradually. In the 
months of September and October the cli- 
mate is fine. The month of October there 
is about the same as November here: after 
that everything is closed up. The Yukon 
River usually closes between ‘the first and 
the 10th of November. It is not navigable 
after that time until the next spring. 

‘The ice In the rivers freezes the and one- 
half feet thick, according to Mr. Ogilvy, 
who cut holes for measurement once a 
month during the winter. From that t me 
until Jaime 15 of the next summer the life 
the men and women lead is about the same 
as in any mining camp. 

“In the winter the nights are spent in play- 
ing cards. Among the gamblers the great 
game is poker. Among the m'ners the 
favorites are whist, ro, cribbage and 
checkers. 

“Dawson is a woman's country. Any 
woman who can get along in any ordinarily 
healthy town would be able to take care 
of herself there. 

“As far as cleanliness goes, we have the 
Russian bath. The bath houses are made 
out of logs. There is an arch bulit of rock, 


and this arch is fired until the rock ‘s hot: 


then the fire is put out and a barrel of 
cold water is thrown on the rock until the 
house ts filled with steam. You can then 
get up on a shelf or lie on the floor and 
fet any temperature you want.

GOLD SEEKERS WARNED. 


Placer Miners Have Little Chance in 
the Klondike. 


Frank Manning, 1106 Locust street, has re- 
ceived a leter from his sister, Miss A. J. 
Manning, a teacher at Chilcat, Alaska, in 
which she sounds a note of warning to 
seekers after gold. 

Placer mining in the Klondike, she writes, 
fs not what reports have made it. Quartz 
mining may prove profitable, but to only 
those who can afford to erect machinery. 
She adds: 

“The town is crowded with men who have 
claims in the K:.ondike to sell, and the new 
arrivals are literally besieged with proposi- 
tions to purchase, either wholly or in part, 
claims in that region. At every corner the 
tenderfoot is besieged by a crowd of mine- 
owners, all of whom have made as much 
money as they desire, and whose only ob- 
ject in selling is to get back home to pass 
the remainder of the'r days in spending their 
money. This is the story they all tell. 


“The big strikes have all really been made 
in quartz mines, and were there a few good 


stamp mills here, mine owners could make 
big money. Occasionally someone strikes a 
rich pocket in guartz vein, and then he 
wants to leave the country and is willing to 
6el] out. Placer mining is only possible a 
couple of months in the year, and then 
water is scarce. What they want here is 
several good stamp mills to crush ore, and

‘DUTY ON FISH. 


Earnest Protest Against a Provision 
of the Dingley Bill. 


DULUTH, Minn., Aug. 6.—An issue in 
which a number of large fish companies are 
said to be interested, has been raised here. 
A vigorous protest has been made by the 


A. Booth Packing Company against the 
seartencoms duty on fish imposed by the 
ingley bill. 

Collector Willcuts of this port to-day lev- 
fed on a cargo of fish on one of the Booth 
steamers. He takes the position that the 
fish levied on cannot be admitted free, as 
they were caught in Canad‘an waters by 
Canadian fishermen in the employ of the 
Booth Company. 

The company, however, has filed a protest 
in which it states that it is an Ameriean 
corporation, composed of citizens of the 
United States. That the fish were caught 
in nets owned by the comenar. and was 
packed and transferred by Hk; that for this 
reason the fish should be admitted free un- 
der a provision of the Dingley bill which 
allows citizens of the United States to bring 
in fish free of duty which they catch in 
foreign fresh water. 

The decision of Collector Willcuts will be 
appealed to the Secretary of the Treasury, 
and if the company is decided against there, 
it Is said, it will be taken to court as a test 
case.

HIS AMBITION THWARTED. 


Hoped to Build a New Church, 
but the Great ‘Cyclone 
Spoiled His Plans. 


Awful May 27 of last year spoiled a 
cherished plan of Rev. August Hoffman, 
pastor of St. Henry's Church, at California 
avenue and Rutger street. 

Hopes and ambitions went with homes 
and happiness as the wind swept by. When 
the terrible day had passed, the dream of 
Father Hoffman's life had vanished. 

He has privately announced his intention 
of resigning his pastorate and entering the 
Franciscan order, but he will not go as he 
hoped to. 

His retirement to the cloister was intend-

Ry persistently pointing out that the low 
theaters and concert halls tn Darkest 8t. 
Louis were systematically violating the law 
of the State as well as the principles of 
Gecency, the Post-Dispatch induced the 
police to close them. 

There were half a dozen of these resorts 
on Fourth street, Broadway, Sixth and 
Beventh streets, just south of the median 
line on the city map. They were frequented 
by thieves, thugs and fools. 

Wine rooms, where the thieves and thugs 
preyed on the fools, were maintained in 
close proximity to the stage entrances. 
There were rows of private boxes with dark 
recesses in which men and women met. 

Bach theater employed a corps of ‘‘chair 
warmers'’—bedizened sirens whose business 
it was to make the unwary visitor spend 
as much as they could, then turn him over 
to the “strong arm’’ contingent, who would 
rob him forcibly of what he had left. 

There was plenty of law to suppress these 
piaces, but the police suffered them te 
fourish without protest. 

It was never shown by direct evidence that 
any policeman was bribed, in fact no such 
charge was made, but it was patent to 
everybody that members of the force knew 
the law was being violated. It was also 
clear that they did not wink at this species 
of law-breaking because they lacked energy. 

One tough theater permitted to run in de- 
fiance of law gives the police more trouble 
because of the crimes it occasions than it 
would be to close and keep closed every 
disreputable establishment in the Central 
District.

After years of protest that she is sane, 
aged Mrs. Anna Stell will for the third time 
be locked up in an insane asylum. 

That Mrs. Stell’s mind is affected no one 
who knows her doubfs, and Public Adminis- 
trator William C. Richardson thinks her 
condition is serious. enough to warrant her 
reincarceration in the City Asylum, from 
which she was released eighteen months 
ago. 

Mrs. Stell is the widow of Frank Stell, who 
kept a shoe shop at 816 Franklin avenue. 
Her husband died in 1880, leaving her prop- 
erty valued at $35,000. 

Not long after her husbahd’s death Mrs. 
Stell showed signs of eccentricity. She had 
been a capable business woman and kept 
her husband’s accounts. 

The management of the estate kept her 
busy with deeds, papers and bills and the 
strain was too much. The first peculiarity 


her friends noticed was that she seemed to 
think she was immensely wealthy. 

To-day she is living almost in squalor, but 
this delusion has never left her.

‘Tt 
is true. For five years 1 have cherished the 
intention of entering the cloister after I had 
completed my twenty-five years of pastoral 
work. I worked to have my church built 
and cleared of debt by that time, but the 
Lord ordained otherwise. I am sorry my 
intention has became known. In the first 
place, I cannot take this step without my 
Archbishop’s permission.- If he chooses to 
have me stay here among my people I will 
remain. You can see it is hardly proper for 
me to be giving this matter currency during 
his absence from the city. 

“And why am I going to the cloister after 
twenty-five years of parochial work? It is 
not disappointment. I have been happy in 
my labors. I have served in works. want 
to serve in prayer and contemplation.”

She remained there two months. On be- 
ing released she wrote a number of sensa- 
tional letters to the newspapers in which 
she pleaded her cause as a sane woman. 
She said that while in the asylum poison 
had been given her by mistake and she 
made other allegations. 

Later she offered a big reward to anyone 
who would disclose the name of the cabman 


of April 27, 1894. She advertised extensively 
for the cabman, but never found him. 

In September, 1894, when most of her 
lawyers around the Justice and Police 
Courts, Mrs. Stell was made the subject of 
an insanity inquiry in the 
and a jury pronounced her Insane. She was 
taken to the City Insane Asylum and re- 
mained there until April, 1896. 

Since her release she has lived alone at 
1437 Madison street. 

While she was in the asylum her house 
at 1213 Chambers street was sold by the 
Public Administrator on-an order of the 
court. It was bought by John Jansen. 

Since her release Mrs. Stell has been try- 
ing to evict Jansen. She has tried to bring 
suits against him repeatedly and has adver- 
tised in the newspapers for tax bills and 
water license receipts which she thinks will 
establish her title to the property. 

She is now trying to sell the property for 
$4,000. At the sale it brought $2,100 and the 
money was used to@satisfy the claims of 


groundless suits. 

Mrs. Stell -has been haunting the neigh- 
borhood of her former home for months. 
Recently she tore a “For Rent” sign from 
the house and exhibited it as a proof that 
she owned the property. 

A reporter found Mrs. Stell poring over 
a great pile of papers Friday. The papers 
were | a’ on a dilapidated square piano.

She is apparently 6 years old. stout and 
whi'te-haired.

A spectator threw an empty beer glass 
at the umpire, who had just made a de- 
cision adverse to Cincinnati. The umpire 
fired it back among the spectators. 

It hit the wrong man. John Cartuyvelles, 
a Cincinnati fireman, was the victim. The 
giass struck him on the shoulder, according 
to Hurst, and then caromed off and dealt 
him a stunning lick on the head. 

The latest news of the fireman's condition 
was received Wednesday evening. His phy- 
siclan, Dr. Wigger finds that Cartuyvelles 
sustained a slight fracture of the skull and 
that his face is pasty paralyzed. While 
the fireman's condition was not eerious, it 
was likely to become so at any moment.

OPPOSITION TO HAARSTICK. 


Ex-Gov. Francis Not Interested, 
but Believes the Boats 
Will Soon Run.

There is a movement on foot among some 
of the most prominent merchants and grain 
shippers in St. Louis to establish a new and 
independent barge Line from this city to 
New Orleans. 

Incidentally the matter was up for dis- 
cussion and consideration at the meeting 
of the Board of Managers of the St. Louls 
Traffic Bureau Friday afternoon. This meet- 
ing was called expressly for the considera- 
tion of the grain rate situation. Several 
other matters, however, will be discussed. 

For several weeks there has been no li.tle 
talk among the merchants interested about 
establishing a new river grain carrying line 
to New Orleans, and a number of the most 
prominent grain men in this market are said 
to be interested in the movement. 

It is claimed that by such a line grain 
could be carried from 8t. Louls to New Or- 
leane at from 2% cents to 3 cents per bushel. 
The present charge by the Mississippi Val- 
ley Transportation Co., the only existing 
barge line, is 6 cents per bushel. 

Grain men say that the Haarsticks, who 
are in the Mississippi Valley Transporta- 
tion Co., now have proctioony a monopoi 
on the river and grain traffic from St, Lo 
to New Orleans; that they will make no 
concessions, and charge exorbitant rates to 
the Gulf port. 

A number of St: Louls grain firms have 
large interests in New Orleans, and they 
hold that cheap river grain rates to the Gulf 
would enable St. Louls to regain at one 
ump her former prominent sition as the 
eading grain center of the United States. 

I: 's understood that several St. Louis cap- 
italists have signified their intention of puc- 
ting their money into the new barge line, 
and grain men generally say the new line 
will be a success from the start. 

Ex-Gov. Franciseof the D. R. Francis 
Commission Co., W. D. Kennett and other 
grain men, have repeatedly declared that 
the building up of the St. Louis grain trade 
to its former prestige is in a rate of 3 cents 
or lower per bushel! to the Gulf. 

It has generally been understood that Gov. 
Francis was one of the joacing romoters 
of the new enterprise, and would largely 
interested, financially, in the organization 
of the proposed company. This he denied 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter Friday. 

“T am not interested in the proposed barge 
line,”’ said ex-Gov. Francis, “In any way, 
shape or form, and I do not know what 
gentlemen are at the head of it. I do know, 
however, that for some time there has been 
a great deal of talk among the merchants 
on ’Change about the new line. I believe 
there is something in it, and it looks as if

Two weeks ago he fownd a purchaser who 
was to pay him $375 for the house last Wed- 
nesday. True to his word the purchaser 
gave him $300 Wednesday night and the re- 

ainder Thursday morning. 
on he started off for work in the 
freight yard Thursday Gulling told hie wife 
where the money was and told her to pay 
the butcher bill, which was quite large. 
He worked beside Bitsch all day and they 
talked over the adjusting of their debts. 
Bitsch said Gulling need not pay him all 
the money at once if he had only $376 less 
the butcher bill. He might pay him $250 and 
let the rest wait a while. 

After work Bitsch and Gulling went up 
to Gulling’s house, 2733 South Tenth street, 
together to settle up. 

Mre. Gulling was gone, the baby was gone 
and the money was gone. The woman had 
left no word. She had simply packed up her 
own personal belongings and taken her 
baby and the money and left. To some of 
the neighbors she sa'd she was bound for 
her home in the old country. 

Gull'ng and Bitsch hunted the neighbor- 
hood for some trace of the wife, only to 
learn that it was true that she had deserted 
her husband and gone off with the price of 
the boarding-house. All the women in the 
neighborhood seemed to know about the af- 
fair and told Gulling it was no use bother- 
ing as his wife was gone to New York and 
he would not see her any more.

CHASED BY WORKMEN. 
Petty Thieves at the Cupples 
Building Causing Annoyance.

The bricklayers, carpenters and other) 
workmen employed by Contractor J. H. | 
Bright on the new Cupples warehouses, in 
course of erection at Tenth and Spruce 
streets, have been greatly annoyed during 
the ist week by the depredations of a gang 
of petty thieves. Coats, jumpers, tools and 
dinner buckets have been stolen, and the 
unefts grew so annoying that Mr. Bright 
appealed to Capt. O’ Malley for protection. 

Wednesday the workmen saw four of the 
gang prowling about the building, and im- 
mediately dropped their work and tried to 
capture them. The thieves showed fight. 
They sent a shower of rocks and brickbats 
into the crowd of workmen, striking several 
of them, but not seriously injuring them. 
Then they ran away. 

Thursday the thieves returned to the 
building again, and succeeded in stealing 
two coats before they were detected. An- 
other conflict ensued between the thieves 
and workmen, the former armed with rocks 
and the latter with shovels, picks and other 
‘ools. Two of the thieves were knocked 
down by bricks thrown by workmen on the 
upper walls, but got up again and made 
their escape with the blood streaming down 
their faces. A running fight ensued for a 
block, but the thieves got away with their 
plunder, 

Friday morn!ng two of the thieves again 
returned to the building, undismayed by 
their previous experience or by the threats 
of rough ‘handling made by the angry work- 
men. hey grabbed two coats and were 
making away with them when they were 
discovered by W. R. Bright, the son of the 
contractor, who gave the alarm and started 
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to watch the bu 

ning and gave chase. 

been heard by the workmen, and in an in- 
stant two score of angry stalwart mechan- 
ics and laborers were trailing in the wake 
of the daring thieves. 

The latter fled south on Tenth street to- 
wards the railroad tracks, followed by the 
howling mob. They ran across the Sim- 
mons Hardware Company platform, dod 
a passing freight train and climbed under 
several standing trains of cars, with their 

ursuers close on their heels. Patrolman 
Manion and young Bright caught one of the 
fellows hiding under the trucks of a car, 
panting for breath, wia: the coats alongside 
of him. The other man got away. 

Manion had a hard time keep'ng the iIn- 
furiated workmen's hands off his prisoner 
when they arrived. The prisoner was taken 
to the Four Courts, where he gave his name 
as Will Helms, and said he was a porter in 
a saloon at Nimeteenth and Market streets. 
He was locked up charged with larceny.
